Janitor Gives Alarm. 

James B. Duncan, a janitor at 3940 
Westminster place, saw smoke ¢oming 
from the rear of the building at 5:40 a 
m. He sent in an alarm by telephone. 
A few minutes later a regular alarm 
was turned in. 

Firemen of Engine Company 28 uged 
# pole to batter in the heavy oak doors 
at the rear of the building. Thev were 
driven back by smoke from 600 gal- 
ions of lubricating oil which was burn- 
ing on the upper floor. Two more 
alarms were turned in. 

The firemen devoted most of their ef- 
forts in preventing the flames from 
reaching a 3-gallon tank of gasoline 
buried under the first floor used to 
supply light for the warerooms. In this 
they .were successful, 

The fire burned for mors. than two 
hours, and from 5 to 7:30 a. m., Olive 
street, from Taylor_avenue to Grand 
avenue was Without street-car service. 

Cars Are Re-Rotuted. 

The cars were diverted at Taylor ave- 
nue and ran north to Finney avenue, 
where they took the tracks on the 
Page line to Grand avenue and then ran 
south to Olive street; where they 
switched back to their accustomed route 
into the downtown section. Many pas- 
sengers did not know the cause of the 
change and they were indignant at 
what they thought was’ an arbitrary 
rerouting of the cars, without notice to 
the public.

Included in the stock were four auto- 
mobiles which were being rebuilt for 
customefs.

With 26 others. iaciuding CC, A. Titles 
of St. Louis, they were indicted for con- 
spiracy in operating a chain of bucket 
shops, one of which was located in} 
Washington. Six of ‘those indicted 
pleaded guilty and were fined in sums* 
aggregating $8100. The remainder de-

leading up to the indictments were 
shouded in the greatest secrecy. April 2 
last, however, when indictments were 
obtained, raids on “shops” In seven 
cities were made simul]t®neously, wires 
were cut and customers were thrown 
into a panic. Since then, according to 
Attorhey-General Wickersham, ‘“‘bucket- 
shopping,’’ has “become a thing of the 
past at least east of Denver. 
- The Government announced today its 
inteition ‘to appeal from Justicee 
Wright's decision. The Attorney-~- 
Genneral declared he would carry 
the question to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, if necessary. 
He is anxious to have the matter de-, 
termined in order that the department 
may proceed with further prosecutions 
along the same line if the law is a 
held.

‘The bill granting the Southern Illinois 
Traction Co. a franchise to use the 
upper roadway of the free bridge and 
streets in the business section of the 
city for a period of 50 years, was passed 
by the City Council Wednesday. Amend- 
ments to the bi. in the Council make it 
necessary for it to go back to the House 
of Delegates. 

If the House of Delegates concurs in 


the amendments to the bill it will then 
go to Mayor Kreismann for his signa- 
ture. 

The bill was amended in the Council 
to change the route from Third street 
to Fourth street. It was also amended 
to require the traction company. to pay 
$23,000 a year for the use of the Free 
Bridge as long as it is the only com- 
pany operating electric cars across the 
bridge. 

S-Cent Fare Over Bridge. 

Another amendment provtded that the 
company should deposit $25,000 in cash 
with the St. Louls-Union Trust Co. upon 
the approval of the ordinance, to be 
forfeited to the city if the company 
‘does net accept the ordinance within 
thirty days, and if it fails within thirty 
days after being notified by the Board 
of Public Improvements that the bridge 
will be ready for use within thirteen 
months to file a bond of $200,000 to 
Ruarantee the city it will faithfully 
carry out all provisions of the fran- 
chise. 

The franchise provides that it shall 
be forfeited by the company if its 
terms are not complied with. The city 
also wmeserves the right to amend, alter 
or repeal the ordinance, but makes no 
specific reservation of its right to regu- 
late the company. The city has this 
right, however, under the general laws. 

Under the franchise the .company is 
‘required to play $2500 a year for the 
use of the streets during the first five 
years; $5000 a year for the next 10 years, 
and $12,000 a year for the remaining 35 
years of the franchise, a total of $482,500, 

The company is not permitted to 
charte more than 6-cent passenger fare 
between St. Louls and East St. Louis,

Archbishop Expresses Hope Al!

This week's issue of the Cincinnati 
Christian Advocate, out Thursday, con- 
tains a letter from Archbishop Glennon 
of St. Louis in reference to his sermon 
Sunday, March 19, at St. Joseph’s Con- 
vent, for which he was criticised in 
resolutions adopted last Monday by the 
Evangelical Alliance.

MEXICO CITY, March 30.—The true 


story of the resignation of the Mexican 
Cabinet is said to be that it was forced 
by President Diaz*in order to get rid of 
the Cientificos and supplant them with 
Porfiaristas, or members of the Diaz 
party. 

In the former Cabinet, the Cientificos 
were Finance Ministée Limantour, For- 


eign Minister Creelg Minister of Interior 
Corral! and Minister of Education Sierra. 
The Porfiaristas were War and Navy 
Minister of Promotion Molina, and Min- 
ister of Communication Fernandez. 

President Diaz induced Minister Molina 
to write a letter of resignation in which 
he believed it to be thé patriotic duty 
of the whole Cabinet to resign, so as to 
leave the President free to form a new 
one. 

Resignations Prearranged. 

This letter was shown to the other 
members of the Cabinet with President 
Diaz's approval and was followed by the 
resignation of all of the other ministers. 
Then President Diaz made a new cab- 
inet, wholly composed of Porfiaristas, 
with the single exception of Finance 
Minister Limantour, who is the only 
Cientifico now in tke Government. Senor 
Limantour is in a hopeless minority and 
his power is reduced to a minimum in 
forming a Government policy. This 


Limantour’s wings and was a great blow 
te the powerful Cientifico party. 

It shows conclusively that Diaz pro- 
poses still to be the absolute ruler and 
that he will grant only such reforms 
as he sees fit, and that Limantour's 
many plans probably Will never be car- 
ried out. 

For this reason the new Cabinet is a 
great disappointment to the people, who 
see little or no hope-of the drastic 
changes they want, and which depend 
on Limantour to be put into execution. 
The feeling of unrest and discontent 
grows as the situation is realized. There 
is no hope for the revolution ending 
in peace measures. 

Arms, not arbitration, is the Porfiar- 
istas’ policy. The belief is that Presi- 
dent Diaz will ask Congress to increase 
the army and make a big appropriation 
to carry on the war against the revolu- 
tionists. 

If Minister Limantour had peace pro- 
posals from Madero they have fallen 
through, and the fighting will continue 
unabated. 

“Troops Guard Capital. 

For the last few nights troops have 
been posted in all the suburbs of the 
capital in anticipation of trouble. Dy- 
hamite bombs were found two nights 
ago, and placed so as to blow up the 
barracks §n the suburbs of Coyoacan. A. 
man was put to death there last evening 
at sundown. 

Americans in the suburbs come into 
tewn to sleep. There are rumors that 
revoluitionists have been seen here and 
there in the Federal district. The re- 
volt undoubtedly is spreading steadily. 
The whole condition seems to be a hope- 
less tangle, and getting more and more

The library’s collection of Americana 
was in many respects the finest in the 
world. Its irreplaceable treasures in- 
cluded the first chapter of the colony 
‘of ‘New York, in manuscript,~the pa- 
pers which were found on Maj. Andre: 
ihe first charter of.Trinity Church from 
the British crown and the great collec- 
tion of Clinton papers, the most per- 
sonal documents of the revolutionary 
Governor, containing many hundreds of 
letters from Washington. All are gone. 
By many jurists the law library was 
considered the most complete in the 
country. The number of volumes in the 
Library. of Congress is larger, but a 
large proportion of the latter is in dupli- 
cate. The State's collection of coloniat 
laws was without question the most val- 
uable in that field. One volumg, Brad- 
ford’s laws, was purchased a few years 
ago ata cost of hearly’ $20,000. 
There was a complete gathering of 
legislative documents, including reports 
of colonial committees and commissions, 
which have no duplicates extant. These 
included the warrants and orders of the 
Governor and Council before the estab- 
lishment of the legislative system prior 
+ the Revolution. “All’these laws were 
A} manuscript. 

Library a Century Old. 
Tn genealogy and bibliography the i- 
brary, with nearly one million volumes 
‘and pamphlets on its stacks, was thé. 
strongest in the United States... Its col- 
lection of educational reports was sur- 
passed only by that of the United States 
Bureau of Education. The library was 
over one hundred yeaps old, and the 
Library School operated by the State in 
connection with it, was the first ‘ofits 
kind in the country. 

The State has been, going about for 
vears begging for collections to be 
placed for safe-keeping in its supposedly 
fireproof building, and it was only the 
other day that all the original papers 
and records of the city of Albany, be- 
ginning with the grant to the original 
Patroon Killian Van Rensselaer, were 
placed in the library. Librarians have 
repeatedly asked the Legislature dur- 
ing recént years to provide a separate 
library building, with adequate vaults 
for the protection of their treasures.

TITLE ROLE LACKS FORCE 
Mile. Rolland Sings Sweetly, but 


Fails to Realize Its 
Dramatic Aspect.

of Wednesday night’s performance 

of “Thais” by the French Opera 
Company at the Garrick Theater, giving 
St. Louis its first hearing of this Mas- 
senet work, was the Athaenel of Bari- 
tone Moore’s presentation. 

Second to M. Moore’s really admirable 
achievement as the hapless Cenobite 
priest of the opera’s tragic story was 
the orchestra’s finely competent inter- 
pretation of the Massenet score, which 
demands a treatment of uncommon ar- 
tistry if its well-nigh unbroken current 
of blended melodic beauty and dramatic 
power is to be sustained in a fully sat- 
isfying degree. 


T° one greatly memorable figure 


with much sweetness and purity of tone, 
also at certain moments revealing a big- 
ness of voice astonishingly at variance 
with her fragile physical aspect. She 
failed, however, to ‘‘realize’’ Thais in 
so far as the drama‘of the part is con- 
cerned, and this dereliction in so. vital 
& phase of modern opera signally served 
to diminish the appeal ‘of the evening’s 
offering in its completed guise. 

The brilliant and beautiful wanton of 
Thebes, won to repentance by the sol- 
emn rebukings of the desert monk who 
set himself to the task of her soul's 
salvation, is a@ tremendously dramatic 
figure and must needs be drawn with 
potent strokes in the acting. 

She is not so drawn by Mile. Rolland. 
An appealing touch of gentle pathos, 
following the gay sauciness of her bear- 
ing in the story’s earlier phases, is the 
most that was made of her in Wednes- 
day-night’s performance, and, precisely 
to this extent, was the Rolland portrait 
a disappointment to an audience right- 
fully expectant of great drama set to 
music. 

The additional facts of the substitu- 
tion of M. Mondey for M. Moratf in the 
tenor role of Nicias, and of M. Vergnes 
for the splendid Basso Huberty as 
Palemon,, operated to the further detri- 
ment of ‘the evening’s offering. 
Nicias of Mondey’s playing and singing 
barely rose above the commonplace, and 
the loss of Huberty to the cast was se- 
verely felt. 

But, as I have already intimated, the 
notable work of M. Moore itn the Athae- 
nel role, and the distinguished achieve- 
ment of the.orchestra, together with the

Catherine Copple, Signer, Was 
Cabanne Housemaid With 
Stage Aspirations. 


TELLS OF A DEATH PACT 


Says He and “A. L.,’”’ Chicago 
Actress, Had Agreed to Kill 
Themselves. 


Efforts Thursday to find Catherine 
Copple, the romantic servant g@l. men- 


tioned in several letters found ‘on the 
body of Edward Morton or Edward 
Harris, a vaudeville actor, who killed 
himself Wednesday after writing letters 
telling of the death pact he had made 
with an actress, were not successful, 

Catherine Copple is supposed to be 
now on the stage, though less than a 
year ago she was a servant in the em- 
ploy of Mrs. D. Louis Cahn of 5587 
Cabanne avenue. Mrs. Cahn said Thurs- 
day she has heard nothing of the girl 
since she left her employ last summer. 

Mrs. Cahn remembers the _ girl as 
having been a friend of Mamie Love, 
who was arrested about that time on 
complaint of Mrs. J. J. Ferguson, 5446 
Maple avenue. Mrs. Ferguson charged 
that Mamie Love had stolen diamonds 
from her. Mrs. Cahn said Mamie Love 
was a frequent visitors to Catherine 
Copple. 

Shot Self on River Bank. 

Morton's body was\found on the bark 
of the Mississippi River in the extreme 
north end of St. Louis. A revolver was 
lying beside him. He had shot himself 
through the head. His body is at the 
morgue. 

Letters found in his pockets told of his 


an actress, but nothing in the letters 
contained a clue to her identity. One 
letter, dated St. Louis, March 27, said: 

“This is what I have to say, that I 
got_into this town from Middletown, 
Conn., and was playing ‘there until Fri- 
day, and when in Chicago I met a girl 
I knew, and we made up our minds to 
be dead Tvesday night, March 22. 

“We came to St. Louis to do 80, so 
we are both in here. Do not try to 
find us, for we have no one to care for 
either of us. 

“I just write this letter so you may 
know where we are. We are bot oh 
the stage, and both working, but not 
together. 
ward Morton is mine, 
want her name in full. 

“So you can do what you want about 
it. We have just changed our names, 
so bye-bye to all our friends. 
some known about it, but no one in 
this town knows us personally. They 
know us when they see us play, but 
that is all.’’ 

Message From Girl. 

The letter was not addressed to any 
person. 

A post card addressed to Edward 
Harris, and signed by Catherine Cop-) 
ple, 529 East Seventh street, Alton, bore 
the printed message: 


May all your hours be golden 

fith scraps of joy in store, 

Your friends be ever dear ones 
That love you more and more, 


In writing this card said: “Just left 
Brussels. Will meet. you in St. Louis 
on the 4th.” 

The Catherine Copple employed as a 
servant in St. Louis was from Brussels, 
Ill. She had aspirations to go on the 
stage those who knew her here say. 

Other letters declared that the show 
business in St. Louis ‘‘was on the hog,” 
and complained that there were too 
many amateurs in St. Louis. 

The police have received no report of 
the suicide or attempted suicide of a 
woman who could be “A. L.” and it is 
not known whether she failed to keep 
her part of the agreement, or whether 
her body has not been found. 

Harris’ address, as written on the post- 
card, was the Van Buren Hotel, Chi- 
cago.

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AN ARBITRARY INSTANCE. 

Mr. William E. Guy, who financed and organized 
a& new steel mill for the St. Louis industrial” dis- 
trict, said in an interview on the subject of 
locating it: ; 

The price of coal is the most important 
thing. If the mill should go to the East Side 
it will probably be due alone to the difference 
in the cost of coal made by the bridge arbi- 
trary. If coal costs, say, 32 cents a ton laid 
down in Hast St. Louis and we have to add 

20 cents a ton to bring it across the river, 

that almost doubles the cost of the biggest 

item in maw materials. If we locate in St. 

Louis it will be because it has advantages 

which cam offset the increased cost of coal, 

and they must be considerable. 

Here is the whole story in a nutshell of the 
influence of the bridge arbitrary on the growth 
and prosperous activities of St. Louis. It corrob- 
orates everything the Post-Dispatch has said with 
regard to the handicap of the arbitrary on the 
commerce and industry of the city. It exhibits 
the damaging effect—damaging alike to the rail- 
roads and the city—of the discrimination, espe- 
cially in the cost of coal, against St. Louis manu: 
facturing interests. 

Cheap as St. Louis coal is, the Post-Dispatch 
proved by comparison that we do not enjoy the 
full advantage of our proximity to the coal mines, 
but that other manufacturing centers have, on ac- 
count of our arbitrary of 20 cents a ton, a decided 
advantage in rates on coal shipped from the coal 
fields of our own industrial district. The St. Louis 
rate is from five to twelve times more than Chi- 
cago’s rate for St. Louis coal. Kansas City and 
other points in the West and Southwest have a 
rate.on St. Louis coal shipped over the St. Louis 
bridges which is from one-fourth to one-fifth that 
of St. Louis. — 

The particular instance of this steel mill illus- 
trating the handicap of the arbitrary, adds force 
tc the Post-Dispatch’s statement in connection 
with the efforts of the Business Men’s League to 
bring factories here, that conditions making for 
profitable industry are more effective for growth 
than direct attempts to induce manufacturers to 
locate in the city. St. Louis has accomplished 
wonders against the arbitrary handicap. The ad- 
vantages of the city as a manufacturing and trading 
center are so great that they have in large meas- 
ure offset the comparative cost of coal. But what 
would be accomplished if without bridge toll dis- 
crimimation and enjoying the full benefit of our 
nearness to the coal fields the other advantages 
of the city should have free play in competition 
with ather locations? The industrial and commer- 
cial imterests of the city would take a great bound 
forward. St. Louis would be in clover. Its rate 
of growth would be greatly increased. 

The Business Men’s League could not do a 
greater service to St. Louis than eliminating this 
barrier of the bridge arbitrary. Its great energies, 
resources and influences—the force of its able men 
with their vast industrial, commercial and trans- 
portation interests—would be potent to this end. 
With a fair adjustment of bridge and terminal 
conditions and the developing of terminal facilities 
which would follow it, the work of bringing fac- 
tories to St. Louis would be easy. 
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There is nothing improbable in the testimony 
of Edward Hines, the Lumber Trust lobbyist, that 
Senator Aldrich and Senator Penrose urged the 
election of Lorimer to the United States Senate 
at the time of the deadlock in the Illinois Legis- 
lature. It is not improbable .that they should 
appeal to a man of Hines’ character and connec- 
tion to secure the election of a politician of Lori- 
mer’s reputation and record. 
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A MINOR GRAB. 

One of the minor items in the general grabfest 
which marks the closing days of the Municipal As- 
sembly is the renewed attempt to get the Union 
Market property away from the city. In its in- 
genuity this plan is as artistic as any of the others. 
Our small operators are not deficient in talent. 
Their first scheme failed, although it was present- 
ed with all the plausibility indigenous to the phil- 
anthropic promoter’s purpose of benefiting his 
fellow-men and incidentally getting something for 
himself, It was discovered that getting the prop- 
erty free of all taxes was the colored gentleman 
in this particular woodpile. 3 

But that did not disconcert the promoters. They 
would pay the taxes, if there ever are any, and 
they said so in an amendment full of aforesaids 
and whereases. As there never will be any and 
never can be any taxes levied by the city against 
its Own property, it is a distinction without a dif- 
ference. It merely shows what a philanthropist 
can do in the way of pinch hitting. 

We cannot suggest that this choice little grab of 
$30,000 a year or so net profit be referred‘to the 
Public Service Commission because it seems to 
concern civic self-respect rather than public utili- 
ty, but we can, and do, recommend that it be con- 
signed to the official waste basket. 
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News that the entire state railroad system of 
Germany is to be converted from steam to electric 
traction should encourage the Terminal company 
to look forward to the time when it will be able 
to begin to prepare to electrify the traffic in the 
yard limits of St. Louis. 
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- SILENCE IS GOLDEN. 

Francisco de la Barra, who is about to assume 
the post of Minister of Foreign Relations in Mex- 
ico, and Senor Limantour, Mexican Minister of 
Finance, are men of rare caution. They could not 
be beguiled into expressing a positive opinion on 
any incident connected with the Siege of Troy 
and nq interviewer could induce them to discuss 
anything so recent as the wars between the Ro- 
mans and the Carthaginians.

In 
the case of Senor de la Barra, however, some- 
thing may be inferred from his admission that in 
his youth he taught logic and mathematics. De- 
votion to these studies makes a man meditative 
and unfits him for genial conversations with news- 
paper men. Senor Limantour is even more re- 
served than Senor de la Barra and keeps himself 
key. While in Paris he had some 
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feble in their demeanor, but they have no talent 
for free communication to the press. 
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In stating before the Illinois Senate Bribery 
Committee that Senator Lorimer was “the great- 
est man that ever lived since the time of Christ,” 
John J. Hughes, director in the Lorimer bank, 
reached a stage of hero worship without a paral- 
lel in American politics. There have been worse 
men than Lorimer, but none of them had-a more 


asinine admirer than Hughes.

The School Board is to be commended for this 
readiness to help the “Americans-in the mak-: 

The 
principle that the schools are made for the peo- 
ple and not the people for the schools is slowly 
working its way into the hearts of educators.

GOVERNMENT TO 


SPEND $125,000 
FUND FOR FLIERS 


Machines Will Be' Bought and 
Hangars Built to Encourage 
Air Navigation. 


OFFICERS TO SEE TRIALS 


Plan Is to Give All Possible En- 
couragement for Tests by 
Young Aviators. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 3. —An outline of 


the War Department’s plans for train- 
ing aviators and making the aeroplane 
a practicable auxiliary has been sub- 
mitted to the Aero Club of America by 
Gen. James Allen of the Signal’ Corps. 

“The department’s connection with 
aviation dates from 1907,” he says, “‘when 
specifications were issued for aeroplanes, 
for which there were three bidders. The 
money appropriated by Congress for 
this purpose was soon exhausted and it 
was not until recently the department 
was able to make any real progress in 
the science, which came about as the 
result of an appropriation of $125,000 by 
Congress. 

Will Purchase Machines. 

‘Tt is the desire of the Government 
to buy as many machines as possible. 
These machines will be selected as best 
suited for military work, while every 


effort will be made to advance avia- 


tion throughout the country with the 
available funds. 

‘“‘An aerodrome will be established at 
San Antonio, where six or seven ma- 
Con- 
siderable difficulty has been experi- 
enced in training officers and men, but 
the plans of the Government will change 
this in the near future. 

*“‘Aerodromes will be built on the Gov- 
ernment reservations at Fort Riley, Fort 
Leavenworth, West Point, Governor's 
Island and a location near the capital. 
Every person who owns an aeroplane 
will be invited to occupy a hangar on 
the Government reservations and there- 
by assist in training the officers select- 
ed by the War Department for instruc- 
tion. 

Officers te Attend Meet. 

“The Government will send officers for 
observation to the coming Belmont Park 
meets and other of importance through- 
out the country. About 30 officers will 
be detailed for aviation duty this 
year, and this. number will be in- 
creased next year. 

*“The Government will support the scl- 
ence by providing suitable places. for 
experiments and lend all possible aid 
to younk fliers and inventors, which will 
serve to promote the cause of aviation 
and prove of inestimable benefit to 
aviation from a military and naval 
standpoint.”’

PURSUES A LION 
AND IS KILLED IN 
COMRADES’ SIGHT 


Brother of British Diplomat 
Fought Gamely i in Terrific 


Close Battle. 


MOMBASSA, Feb. 2, -C. Grey, broth- 
er of Sir Edward Grey, the British For- 
eign Minister, has died at the country 
home of Sir Alfred Pease, on Attic 
River, from injuries received in a ter- 
rific hand-to-hand battle with a lion. 
Grey had accompanied Sir Alfred from 
England for his first experience at .fon 
hunting. The day of their arrival word 
was received that the ostrich camp 
near by was being worried by two 
lions. 

Sir Alfred and his guest hailed the 
news with pleasure and set out Sunday 
s|morning after the lions. Sir Alfred and 
a guide, Hill, formed one party, and 
Edward Pease, Grey and two hunters 
a second, in charge of Edward Pease. 

After about half an hour’s ride Hill 
espied two big lions making off about 
half°a mile to the right, and he and 
Sir Alfred galloped after the quarry, 
endeavoring to keep them in sight, Sir 
Alfred followed the bigger and slower 
animal and Hill the leader, which was 
some 400 or 500 yards on his left. 

Their plan was to turn the game 
into a donga, thus giving time for the 
other party to come up, hoping that 
Grey would get to open the shoot. Un- 
fortunately, the second party had no 
opportunity of learning the tactics 


‘agreed upon by Sir Alfred and Hill. 


Grey, seeing the game, put his horse 
to the gallop, and started to course 
the brutes. His companions, alarmed 
at his foolish temerity, endeavored te 
warn him of his danger. They were 
doubly alarmed at seeing one of the 
lions preparing to charge. Hill dis- 
mounted and fired a quick shot at the 
bigger lion, in the hope of attracting 
its attention from Grey. 

The bullet fell short, and the lion 
charged* Grey, who jumped off his 
pany and awaited the ouslaught. At 
about twenty yards he fired and the 
shot went into the lion’s shoulder, but 
without stopping the enraged animal. 
He got in another shot at bout five 
yards, hitting the brute in the mouth, 
breaking two of its murderous fangs 
and injuring Its jaw. 

The lion bore its victim to the ground 
and began to worry him, just like a 
dog would a rat.. Edward Pease had 
followed Grey, and the ‘party waved 
him to come up on the flank; they 
then covered the 800 yards between 
them and the lion and his victim at 
top speed. When.some fifty yards off, 
the Hon noticed his fresh antagonists, 
and ceased to maul Grey. 

At 25 yards the party dismounted ‘and 
ran in. The beast immediately made 
towards them, buf Hill’s rifle jammed, 
and he too was out of action. Almost 
simultaneously Sir Alfred and Edward 
Pease fired, and the bullets entered the 
lion's ribs. The thricé wounded eetane 
then returned to his victim. — 

The horrified relief party scarcely re- 
member what happened during the next 
few moments further than that the lion 
was on top of Grey and animal and man 
were so confused that it was most dif- 
ficult to distinguish the lion’s head from 
Grey’s body in order to get a deadly 
head shot. * 

During the fray the other lion was 
distant only about 100 yards, growling 
and lashing his tail. The hunters paid 
no attention to the second animal, being 
intent on relieving their comrade, 

Grey’s wounds were very numerous, 
The lion. severely clawed his face and 
head, bit hig arms, hands and thighs, 
and inflicted severe woundg on his 
back. After being rescued from his 
deadly peril Grey quietly instructed his 
friends how they could best handle his 
lacerated body. He lived only a few 
days.
